FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COLUMBIA  HOSPITAL  FOR  WOMEN  AND 
LYING-IN  ASYLUM 


Washington,  D.  C.,  September  15,  1915. 

Gentlemen:  Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  June  6, 
1900  (31  Stat.  L.,  664),  I transmit  herewith  the  following  annual 
report  of  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in  Asylum  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1915. 

Reports  of  the  medical  superintendent,  of  the  treasurer,  and  of  the 
school  of  nursing  are  included  herewith. 

The  retirement  of  Gen.  John  M.  Wilson,  for  many  years  an  active 
member  of  the  board,  was  the  cause  of  sincere  regret  to  his  colleagues 
and  to  all  of  the  officials  connected  with  the  hospital.  Gen.  Wilson 
gave  much  of  his  time  and  study  to  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  and 
by  his  wise  counsel  and  advice  helped  to  continue  it  in  the  useful 
activities  which  have  so  long  been  its  purpose  and  aim. 

Gen.  Dan  C.  Kingman,  United  States  Army,  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Gen.  Wilson,  but,  finding 
that  his  official  duties  prevented  his  attendance  upon  the  meetings 
of  the  board,  he  resigned,  and  Dr.  H.  L.  E.  Johnson  was  designated 
by  the  commissioners  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Hon.  F.  L.  Siddons  having  retired  from  the  commissionership  of 
the  District  thereby  vacated  his  position  on  the  board  and  Hon. 
Louis  Brownlow  has  been  designated  to  take  his  place.  With  these 
exceptions  the  board  of  directors  remains  as  in  the  preceding  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  new  hospital  building  was  far 
advanced  toward  completion.  Congress  voted  the  sum  of  $83,225 
for  equipment  and  necessary  instruments  and  supplies,  etc.,  thus 
enabling  the  new  hospital  to  be  occupied  in  the  near  future  com-

pletely  equipped  for  the  best  possible  service,  with  the  most  modern 
and  scientific  appliances  in  all  of  its  departments.  It  is  evident  that 
the  cost  of  administration  of  the  new  and  very  much  larger  building 
will  be  greater  than  that  of  the  old  building,  which  we  are  just  about 
to  vacate.  It  probably  will  be  some  time  before  the  increased  pay 
patronage  will  be  sufficient  to  supplement  the  contributions  of  the 
Board  of  Charities  and  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  work.  Meanwhile,  it  is  highly  important  that  the 
deficit  of  the  old  hospital  be  wiped  out.  This  deficit  has  risen  during 
the  past  few  years  from  the  increased  cost  of  conducting  the  hospital 
without  any  notable  increase  in  the  funds  at  its  disposal.  The 
total  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $7,361.68,  as 
indicated  by  the  report  of  the  treasurer.  A favorable  indication, 
however,  is  also  found  in  the  fact  that  the  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year 
just  ended  was  only  $476.25.  This  was  wholly  accumulated  during 
the  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  economies  of  administration 
after  having  been  fully  inaugurated  made  it  possible  to  secure  a 
considerable  balance  in  the  running  expenses  for  the  last  half  of  the 
year.  The  deficit  for  the  preceding  years,  as  has  been  indicated, 
was  incurred  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  cost  more  to  keep  the  free 
patients  in  the  wards  than  the  amount  allotted  by  Congress  to  the 
Board  of  Charities  was  able  to  liquidate.  The  deficit,  therefore, 
seems  to  be  a just  liability  of  the  National  Government  and  I respect- 
fully urge  upon  you  to  ask  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  the 
sum  of  $10,000,  in  order  to  enable  the  management  of  the  hospital  to 
begin  its  work  in  its  new  hospital  free  of  debt. 

Various  attempts  have  been  made  to  organize  the  public  con- 
tributions through  various  agencies  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
hospital  over  and  above  its  income.  Unusual  difficulties  have 
attended  these  efforts.  First  of  all,  the  public  is  imbued  with  the 
idea  that  the  Columbia  Hospital  is  a national  establishment,  and  this 
is  true.  Not  only  has  Congress  generously  given  the  buildings  and 
equipments  of  the  old  and  new  hospital,  but  also  appropriated  through 
the  Board  of  Charities  for  a number  of  years  a sum  for  its  main- 
tenance. As  has  just  been  stated,  this  sum  of  late  years  has  not 
been  adequate  for  the  purpose.  The  board  of  directors,  therefore, 
are  given  the  choice  of  attempting  to  secure  the  balance  necessary 
to  properly  conduct  the  hospital  through  private  charity,  or  to  ask 
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the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  a larger  annual  grant,  sufficient 
to  cover  the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  the  free  patients  which  we 
receive.  It  is  my  belief  that  this  is  a just  and  equitable  demand  to 
make  upon  the  Congress  to  adequately  provide  for  the  charities  which 
the  hospital  offers  the  indigent  citizens  of  the  District.  To  this  end 
the  amount  which  is  asked  for  by  the  medical  superintendent  is 
increased  by  $5,000  over  the  amount  granted  last  year.  I desire 
to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  increased  amount  would  have  the 
inevitable  result  of  plunging  the  hospital  deeper  in  debt,  inasmuch 
as,  under  the  present  arrangement,  every  free  patient  places  a daily 
additional  burden  upon  the  pay  funds  of  the  hospital.  The  man- 
agement of  the  hospital  points  with  considerable  pride  to  the  fact 
that  the  average  daily  cost  per  patient  in  the  free  wards  is  lower  than 
that  of  many  of  the  principal  hospitals  of  the  country,  as  is  shown 
by  the  comparison  made  by  the  medical  superintendent.  We  there- 
fore can  most  conscientiously  ask  that  the  limit  of  the  daily  stipend 
for  the  free  patients  be  made  elastic  instead  of  fixing  it  a definite 
figure.  I suggest  that  the  actual  cost  per  patient,  under  the  econom- 
ical administration  which  is  found  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital,  be 
the  charge  made  upon  the  Board  of  Charities  for  the  daily  main- 
tenance. I think  I may  justly  call  attention  to  the  possibility  of 
having  a much  larger  revenue  from  pay  patients  in  the  new  hospital 
than  we  have  had  from  the  old. 

In  round  numbers  during  the  last  fiscal  year  we  received  $18,000 
from  pay  patients.  It  is  not  too  optimistic  to  suppose  that  this 
amount  will  be  very  considerably  increased.  A great  part  of  the 
next  fiscal  year,  however,  will  pass  before  the  new  hospital  is  fully 
occupied,  and  therefore  we  may  count  on  the  fact  that  the  revenue 
from  pay  patients  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  will 
not  be  very  greatly  above  that  of  the  last  year. 

With  a view  of  meeting  by  private  charity  some  of  the  additional 
charges  incident  to  the  occupancy  of  the  new  hospital,  the  board  of 
directors  has  favorably  acted  upon  a proposition  to  abolish  the 
board  of  lady  visitors  and  to  repeal  that  part  of  the  by-laws  which 
provides  for  a board  of  lady  auxiliaries  and  to  combine  the  efforts 
of  the  women  of  the  city  in  one  board  as  the  woman’s  board  of 
Columbia  Hospital.  To  this  board  it  is  proposed  to  assign  the  duties 
of  the  present  board  of  lady  visitors  and  also  the  further  duties  of 
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accumulating  funds  and  supplies  for  the  general  purposes  of  the 
hospital.  As  Columbia  is  peculiarly  the  hospital  for  the  women  of 
this  city  we  confidently  hope  that  our  appeal  to  the  women  of  Wash- 
ington will  not  be  in  vain.  We  hope  that  a large  and  active  woman’s 
board  may  be  formed  through  which  systematic  contributions  to  the 
support  of  the  hospital  may  be  secured. 

The  school  of  nurses  is  worthy  of  the  active  support  not  only  of 
the  authorities  of  the  hospitals,  but  of  the  citizens  of  the  city.  The 
work  which  was  done  during  the  past  year  was  most  excellent  in 
character,  as  was  evidenced  by  the  attainments  of  the  graduating 
class.  It  is  believed  that  the  still  more  extended  course  of  instruc- 
tion which  is  arranged  for  the  present  fiscal  year  is  of  such  a char- 
acter that  the  graduates  of  the  school  will  be  entitled  to  recognition 
equal  to  that  of  the  most  famous  nurses’  schools  of  the  country. 
The  board  of  directors  recognizes  the  devoted  unselfish  services  of 
the  medical  superintendent  and  the  medical  corps  and  desires  also 
to  express  its  thanks  for  the  contributions  which  have  been  given 
by  the  board  of  lady  visitors  and  citizens  in  money  and  supplies 
for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital.  With 
the  new  opportunities  for  service,  we  look  forward  to  the  present 
fiscal  year  as  the  beginning  of  a new  and  better  era,  not  so  much  in 
the  character  of  the  service,  but  in  its  opportunities  and  magnitude, 
which  will  be  of  such  dimensions  as  to  place  Columbia  Hospital  in 
the  front  rank  of  women’s  hospitals  of  the  country.  In  this  con- 
nection I beg  to  quote  from  my  last  annual  report  the  following: 

I realize  that  the  future  success  of  the  hospital  when  it  will  have  moved  into  its 
new  quarters  will  rest  largely  in  the  sympathy  and  collaboration  of  the  public-spirited 
men  and  women  of  the  city  of  Washington.  The  work  which  Columbia  Hospital  is 
doing,  and  which  it  hopes  to  continue  to  do,  is  largely  conditioned  on  the  gifts  of 
public-spirited  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Columbia  Hospital  for  Women,  July  1,  1915. 
Gentlemen:  I respectfully  submit  herewith  the  annual  report,  financial  and 
medical,  pertaining  to  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1915.

During  the  past  year  506  parturient  women  were  admitted,  of  whom  47  were 
delivered  before  reaching  the  hospital  or  within  40  minutes  afterwards.  During  the 
past  eight  years  there  have  been  admitted  3,741  obstetrical  cases,  310  of  which 
delivered  themselves  en  route  or  a few  minutes  after  their  arrival  at  the  hospital. 

Evidence  of  this  kind  accumulating  here  from  year  to  year  confirms  the  wisdom  of 
having  an  obstetrical  hospital  centrally  located  and  not  at  a distance  in  the  suburbs, 
which  inexperienced  and  impractical  persons  apparently  favor. 

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

Notwithstanding  certain  restrictions  placed  upon  it  during  the  past  year  this  unit 
of  the  hospital  has  performed  its  functions  faithfully,  and  deserves  much  credit  for  the 
results  attained  under  the  circumstances. 

The  number  of  pupils  will  have  to  be  increased  and  probably  new  positions  created, 
if  we  are  to  meet,  properly,  the  requirements  of  the  new  hospital.

STATISTICS. 

There  remained  in  the  hospital  June  30,  1914,  69  patients;  of  these  36  were  white 
and  33  colored.  Admissions  during  the  year,  including  infants  and  stillbirths,  were 
1,514,  as  against  1,365  last  year.  The  total  number  treated,  including  infants,  was 
1,545,  as  against  1,401  last  year;  of  these  760  were  white  and  785  colored.  Discharges 
(including  stillbirths)  and  deaths  during  the  year  were  1,485,  as  against  1,364  last 
year;  of  this  number  738  were  white  and  747  colored.  There  remained  in  the  hospital 
July  1,  1915,  98  patients;  of  these  35  were  white  and  63  colored. 

In  the  gynecological  division  the  admissions  (including  readmissions)  were  542,  as 
against  493  last  year;  in  the  obstetrical  division  (including  infants,  stillbirths,  and 
readmissions),  972,  as  against  872  last  year.  Number  of  births  in  hospital  was  234 
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males  and  225  females,  a total  of  459,  as  against  412  last  year.  Infants  admitted  after 
delivery,  2 males  and  5 females;  total,  7.  Of  the  births  in  hospital,  213  were  white 
and  246  colored.  Of  the  infants  admitted,  3 were  white  and  4 colored. 

The  results  of  treatment  (including  readmissions)  have  been  1,374  discharged  as 
cured  and  improved,  35  as  unimproved,  not  treated  and  transferred  to  other  hospitals, 
and  38  died.  Of  the  deaths,  16  were  white  and  22  colored.  There  were  38  stillbirths. 
The  number  of  days’  hospital  treatment  was  28,342,  as  against  27,487  in  1914.  The 
daily  average  under  treatment  was  77.65,  as  against  75.31  last  year.  The  largest 
number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  on  any  day  was  118;  the  smallest  number  was  53. 

Admissions  include  the  following  readmissions:  Gynecological  division,  23;  obstet- 
rical division,  27;  total,  50. 

MORTALITY. 

The  percentage  of  adult  mortality  from  all  causes  for  the  year  has  been  1.18,  and 
that  after  surgical  and  obstetrical  operations,  exclusively,  has  been  1.25. 

The  adult  death  rate  after  operations  in  the  obstetrical  division  has  been  1.33  per 
cent,  notwithstanding  of  the  225  patients  operated  on  (275  operations),  16  were  abdomi- 
nal Caesarean  sections;  2 vaginal  Caesarean  sections;  1 crainiotomy,  and  21  episioto- 
mies,  but  3 died.  Of  the  534  cases  admitted  and  treated,  but  6 proved  fatal  from  the 
following  causes:  1 eclampsia,  1 septicemia,  1 septicemia  and  eclampsia,  1 obstruction 
of  ileum  (post  operative),  1 post  partum  hemorrhage  and  exhaustion  (crainiotomy), 
1 post  partum  eclampsia  (admitted  in  convulsions  3 hours  after  delivery) . 

The  adult  death  rate  after  operation  in  the  gynecological  division  has  been  1.21  per 
cent.  Of  the  414  patients  operated  on  (804  operations),  but  5 died.  Of  the  566  cases 
admitted  and  treated,  but  7 proved  fatal  from  the  following  causes:  1 carcinoma  of 
liver  and  exhaustion;  1 pleurisy  (tubercular)  and  acute  dilatation  of  heart;  1 mitral 
insufficiency,  chronic  interstitial  nephritis;  1 maniacal  depressive  psychosis  and 
exhaustion;  1 post  operative  pneumonia  and  exhaustion;  1 carcinoma  of  stomach  and 
exhaustion;  1 peritonitis,  toxemia  and  exhaustion. 

The  mortality  rate  in  the  obstetrical  division  from  all  causes  was  1.12  per  cent;  in 
the  gynecological  division,  from  all  causes  was  1.24  per  cent. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT  (DISPENSARY). 

The  dispensary  has  continued  to  do  excellent  work  during  the  year,  relieving 
many  patients  who  otherwise  would  eventually  have  been  compelled  to  seek  hospital 
treatment. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  dispensary  during 


the  year:

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENSES. 

Receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  have  been:  From  the  Board  of 
Charities,  $20,000;  dispensary  (outdoor)  department,  $47.70;  private  and  semi- 
private (part-pay)  patients,  $17,912.43;  total  received,  $37,960.13. 

Operating  expenses  have  been  $38,436.38. 

In  the  face  of  even  a greater  responsibility  and  expense  awaiting  us  when  we  move 
into  the  new  building,  now  nearing  completion,  some  provision  should  be  made  for 
the  creation  of  a suitable  hospital  fund  by  which  these  expenses  and  responsibilities 
can  be  met  and  a certain  amount,  at  least,  of  charitable  work  be  done. 

We  have  never  had  a hospital  fund  or  other  resources  sufficient  for  this  purpose, 
such  as  other  hospitals  have,  and  the  result  has  been  that  we  have  been  obliged,  in 
order  to  avoid  deficit  so  far  as  we  could,  to  restrict  our  charity  work  accordingly, 
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since  what  we  are  paid  by  the  Board  of  Charities,  under  the  terms  of  our  contract, 
or  by  private  patients  themselves,  have  constituted  practically  our  only  sources  of 
revenue. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  comparative  cost  per  hospital  day  of  this  hospital  with 
that  of  other  hospitals,  which  will  indicate  that  we  have  not  been  unmindful  oj 
the  economical  features  of  this  problem  when  not  inconsistent  with  an  average 
degree  of  hospital  efficiency  and  its  proper  charitable  functions.

GENERAL  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  three  years’  course  is  divided  into  a probationary  term  of  3 months,  a junior 
term  of  9 months,  an  intermediate  term  of  12  months,  and  a senior  term  of  12  months. 

Preliminary  instruction  is  given  in  elementary  nursing  with  practical  demonstra- 
tions, elementary  materia  medica  and  solutions,  nursing  ethics,  and  elementary 
anatomy  and  physiology. 

Junior  term:  Nursing,  its  principles  and  practice;  anatomy,  physiology,  elementary 
materia  medica  (continued),  and  sanitation  and  hygiene. 

Intermediate  term:  Anatomy,  physiology,  materia  medica,  and  anatomy  and  dis- 
eases of  the  eye  and  ear,  and  massage. 

Senior  term:  Instruction  and  practice  in  operating  room  technique,  general  surgery, 
gynecology,  obstetrics,  general  medicine,  diseases  of  children,  orthopedic  surgery, 
hygiene,  and  dietetics. 

Lectures. — Anatomy,  Dr.  J.  Lewis  Riggles;  physiology,  Dr.  H.  W.  Lawson;  materia 
medica,  Dr.  Henry  0.

The  work  of  the  training  school  for  the  past  year  has  been  encouraging  and  satisfac- 
tory, under  the  circumstances,  but  the  services  of  a night  supervisor  (graduate  nurse) 
have  been  missed  and  much  needed.  We  have  also  missed  very  much  the  instruction 
in  dietetics  which  our  nurses  had  had  heretofore,  and  which  were  given  previously  by 
a paid  dietitian.  This  position,  as  well  as  that  of  night  supervisor,  was  vacated  in 
order  to  reduce  expenses.  This,  of  course,  has  correspondingly  impaired  the  efficiency 
of  the  training  school. 

In  addition  to  their  training  here,  the  nurses  are  sent  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  for 
a period  of  six  months,  and  to  the  Episcopal  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  Hospital  for  a period 
of  four  months. 

I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  medical  and  surgical  staff 
for  lectures  given  and  to  the  different  members  of  the  visiting  staff  for  professional 
services  so  generously  given  to  both  graduates  and  pupils.
